Bloomington, Ind., 
Nov. 
7.— One 
out of every six men in the Fresh­ 
man class at Indiana University this 
year is physically defective. 
This 
fact was brought out today in a re­ 
port made by Dr. J. E. P. Holland, 
University physician, who has just 
completed the semi-annual examina­ 
tion of the lirst year men. 
I)r. Holland after making liberal 
allowances in favor of the men ex­ 
amined said that it must he admitted 
that out of every six' only five could 
be termed as able-bodied men. No 
one was classed below 
normal for 
such minor defects as weak eyes, 
bad teeth, and the like, hut only on 
such serious defects as flatness of 
the chest, curvature of the 
spine, 
and heart or lung trouble. 
The figures according to Dr. Hol­ 
land would not he 
surprising 
if 
those examined were the products of 
the sweat shop, the mint or the fa c ­ 
tory. 
But practically all come from 
the homes of the middle or well-to- 
do class, and have spent the past 
four years of their lives in Indiana’s 
modern well-lighted and well-venti­ 
lated high schools. 
The explanation for this 
deplor­ 
able condition, s a y s Dr. Holland, is 
to be found in “pure, unadulterated, 
downright 
criminal 
negligence.” 
While he does not approve of cigar­ 
ettes, the University physician does 
not ascribe it to smoking. 
Among the girls the percentage of 
physically defective was found to 
he less, showing ¿licit the Hoosier 
girl is being better developed than 
the hoy. The most serious defect 
among the girls, also very noticeable 
among the men, is flat feet. 
The 
cause given for this is the 
rapid 
change from the shoe with the high 
heel to shoes with no heel. 
The report shows that the best 
man weighs only 120 pounds, is f> 
feet 0} inchs tall, has good heart, 
lungs, eyes, ears, nose, teeth, >kin, 
and figure.

Chicago, Nov. 7.— “Boil the milk,” 
was the warning sounded to all milk 
u se rs in the ten states now 
under 
quarantine because of the “ foot and 
mouth disease*’ by the ( ’hie a go Med­ 
ical Society today. 


“The unprecedented spread of the 
foot and mouth disease impels the 
use of all precautions in the use of 
milk,” said the medical soe.ety in a 
bulletin. 
“ We have resolved to warn 
all users of milk to boil all milk 
used.* even though the food value is 
lost thereby, until all danger from 
the disease is stamped, out. 


George B. Young, city health com­ 
missioner, declared today th at the 
disease is communicable to human 
beings through the use not only of 
milk but butter and cheese from in­ 
fected cows. 
Particularly lie w arn­ 
ed against giving milk to children 
and babies without boiling it as a 
precautionary measure. 


Meat prices began mounting high-, 
er today, following the closing of 
the Chicago Stock Yards and several 
smaller stockyards over the country 
in an eifort to* stam p out the “ foot, 
and mouth” disease. 


Big Chicago packers issued formal 
statem ents to the public when the 


c l o s i n g orders was first issued, de­ 
claring that the 
price: of 
meats 
would not be affected. 
But. reports 
from New York, Boston, Dos Moines 
and several other c i tie s today de­ 
clared that the expected price in­ 
crease already has gone into effect. 


Chicago retail meat m u early to­ 
day had not advanced their meat 
prices, 
though 
provision 
f u t u r e s 
jumped higher on the Chicago Baard 
of Trade before the closing yester­ 
day. 
Poultry prices, however,' wore 
advanced 1 ^ to 2 ’ cents todav and 
eggs went 1 to 2 cents higher per 
dozen. 
It was reported that spectu- 
labor are gambling on an increas­ 
ed demand for poultry and eggs be­ 
cause of fcigher beef prices, though 
commission men declared the unex­ 
pected advance in eggs and poultry 
due to “natural causes.” 


One thousand men were sent into 
the Chicago stockyards at daybreak 
today to carry out the government 
orders for a thorough fumigation.

ston Churchill’s most hated enemies 


have now become his fastest friends. 


Churchill’s quarrel with 
Admira 
Lord Charles Beresford has become 


historic. 
On one occasion Churehil 


said of him: 
“ The noble lord is one 


of those speakers of whom it might 


be said that, when he rises to speak 


he doesn’t know what he is going to 


say; while speaking he doesn’t know 
what he is saying, and when he sits 


down he doesn’t know what he has 


said.” Now they are often seen in 


the street together, walking arm in 
arm. 


When Kitchener was leading his 
army against the K alifa in Soudan he 


placed a strict censorship over the 


correspondents. 
Churchill 
was one 


of them. 
A fter the slaughter at Om- 


durman when Kitchener ordered the 
tomb of the Mahdi to be razed to the 
ground, 
Churchill wrote j home 
so 
strong a protest at the “ act of van­ 
dalism and desecration” 
that 
the 


matter was taken up in the house of 


commons. 
O f course Kitchener was 


upheld in doing what he regarded as 


neeesary but if Kitchener loved war 


correspondents little before, he loved 


them less after that— and especially 


Churchill. 


ChurchiH re-published his protest 


in his book entitled “ with Kitchener 


to Khartoum ” and there his early 
challenge still stands. 
But today the 


secretary for w ar and the the first 


lord of the adm iralty are comrades.
